BADLY BURNED AND CRUSHED 


Necessary to Chop Away Heavy Tim­

George Banks, vvho lives near Four 
< ori»eis, was seriously injured F ri­ 
day afternoon when a traetion en­ 
gine, of whieh he had charge, 
tell 
through a bridge in Vernon township. 
He was pinioned against the fire-box 
and it was necessary to chop the 
heavy framework from around him 
before he eouid he released. 
He was 
severely hruised and 
crushed 
and 
suffers from serious internal injuries. 
Mr. B a n k s was taking the engine 
to a farm where it would be in readi­ 
ness for the threshing season and in 
order to reach the destination it wa> 
necessary to cross the bridge near 
the home of Road Supervisor Charles 
Conway. The bridge is about twenty- 
five feet long and when the engine 
had almost crossed it. the floor gave 
way and the hack part of tlie heavy j 
tractor crashed through the timbers. 
The front part of the engine was sup- 
j 
ported by part of the bridge. When 
tFie engine went through the floor, the 
platform ujkmi whieh Mr. Banks was 
standing was forced against the tire- : 
box and he was unable to jump. 
Mr. Conway and John Spall were 
standing near the bridge watching the | 
progress of the engine and witnessed ' 
the accident. 
When they saw the] 
engine fall, they rushed to Mr. Banks' 
assistance but were unable to release 
him and it was necessary to chop part 
of the platform away before lie could 
bp removed. 
While they were at 
work, he was compelled to remain 
against the hot firebox and was pain­ 
fully burned. 
He was also hurt in­ 
ternally by the heavy pressure of the 
platform upon him.

Sea Girt, N. J., June 28 .—T^ast night 
Governor Jam es P. Fielder got hack to 
the sum m er capital 
pretty hot and 
dusty from a trip through the pine 
woods of Burlington county , where he 
•aw for himself some of the degener­ 
a te and imbecile families called “ the 
piney s,” who have caused one person 
In every 206 in the state to become a 
public charge. 
The governor said he 
was shock ed at 
the conditions 
he 
found. 
He said that “the piney s“ con­ 
stitute a serious menace to the state. 
«jnd added: 
“ The state must segregate and ster­ 
ilise these people, particularly the m a­ 
ture onea. For the y ounger generation 
vigorous work m ust be done at once 
through the establishment of social 
centers in the schools and the enforce- j 
noent of school attendance ” 
Starting from Philadelphia, the gov­ 
ernor with a party motored to Pem­ 
berton, about four miles from Mount I 
Holly . 
The Rev. Host w ick , episcopal j 
clergy man in Vlncenttown, was the I 
guide of the party . 
Mr. Host wick has 
work ed among “the piney s" for eight j 
y ears. 
in Vincenttowrn Mr Rostwirk show 
ed Governor Fielder a man of thirty - 
one, a farm hand, who had been m ar | 
rled for four months to an eighteen- 
y ear-old girl. 
He had left his first 
wife and his second had left him Both 
are Jiving and there were no divorce 
formalities. 
This man was arrested for bigamy , 
but had to be freed because his wives 
had also been married before thev 
came to live with him and so, tech­ 
nically , he had not married them. 
H i s 
present y oung wife does not k now 
h e r 
father's 
name. 
Her 
mother, Jane, 
married several times. 
Among others. 
Jane married her step brother. 
The 
husband is mentally defective. 
H e 
could not fell the governor the month 
or the y ear. 
On the road from Pemberton the 
governor stopped at a 
white, olap- 
boarded house and learned that the 
woman there had lost her husband 
he 
bad been sent to state’s prison.

again now that her husband had been 
divorced from her by a jail sentence, j floor of the house.
